AMERICAN CITIZEN. VAS DETAINED BY CHINESE AUTHORITIES WEN 
CROSSING THE BORDER FROM KAZAKHSTAN INTO CHINA ON JUNE 12 

1995. MR. VU AND ANOTHER AMERICAN TRAVELLING COMPANION

THEY EXIST. THUS. THE UNITED STATES HOPES THAT HOST 
COUNTRIES Vlll INSTRUCT THEIR AMBASSADORS IN BEIJING TO 
RAISE WITH CHINESE INTERLOCUTORS AT AN APPROPRIATE LEVEL 
IHE IMPORTANCE OF PROMPT CONSULAR ACCESS. AS VEIL AS THE 
DESIRABILITY OF S1RICT ADHERENCE 10 THE PROVISIONS OF 
CONSULAR CONVENTIONS AND AGREEMENTS. IF POSSIBLE. THE
